The biggest of Japan’s pre-war tank and he 
subishi-Nippon Heavy Industries—has 
medium-sized tank which it claims is.as good, 


anything made abroad. 


This event prompts the ques- 
ton of how long ft will be 
before Japan drops the subter- 
fuge of enalling its various 
military forces “Self Defence” 
units? 

Today, Japan has a quite 
sizeable and well = equipped 
“Army" (Ground Self-Defence 
Foree), an cqually modern and 
eMecient "Navy" (Maritime Self- 
Defence Force), and an “Air 
Force" boasting the latest jets. 
All have admirals” and 
“gonerals” and have recently 
acquired — quite — natty-looking 
“Honour Guards" for ceremonial 
purposes such as permitting 
visiting dignitarics to stare 
closely at them for. “inspection.” 
In some ways it is comle—but 
In others, It Isn't, 

Not that Japan poses any 
threat to anybody, nor is it in 
any renal position to pravide 
“self-defence”, Also it doesn't 
have any "Old generals” or 
fleld marshals of nuisance value. 
All those Japan might have had, 
were hanged for thelr naughti- 
ness years ogo. 


Counterparts 


At the moment, Japan's fast-° 


vrowing military establishment, 
is keeping well out of politics 
--nt lenst on the surface, But In 
a country which now has an 
almost ‘impotent  pollce force 
(thanks to stupidly-written 
Occupation laws), . and an 
astonishingly corrupt govern- 
ment at ministerial and bureau 
level, it fs not Inconecivable 
that one of these days, the 
“Anny” may move in to clean 
things up. 

The American Security Forces 
now In Japan are almost 
Counterparts of what Britain 
hod in Singapore in 1939, They 
use somewhat the same language 
(plus their own native drawl), 
have the same text-book 
concepts (“the enemy comes 
In here and we drive him out 
there”), and are basically more 
concerned with club lite and the 
degree of dryness of a martini 
than realities. :

This, plus 
the growth of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force as factors to be 
reckoned with, may well see Oo 
set of condttions arise which 
would give them the chance to 
“restore order” or whatever 
Onn excuse sounds right at that

Any war In these — parts— 
particularly In the “hol arcas 
of Southcast Asia—in which the 
United States took a major part, 
would be the signal for o gencral 
outcry in Japan to get American 
forces out of the country before 
Japan was Involved in any 
manner, 


Prince Norodom Sihanouk of 
Cambodia, on hls way home 
through Japan from a visit to 
the United States this week, 
wasn’t very optimistic about the 
state of affairs im Laos and 
Vietnam.

Napoleon's hair, preserved by 
his butler, Louls Marchand, 

Mr Forshufvud, a Gothenburg 
dentnl seitntist, borrowed the 
strands of halr from the French 
expert on Nupolcon, Henry 
Lachque, and bad thom analysed 
ut Glasgow University,

tnicrograms of arsenic for every

STEADILY UP 


Certainly Ulbricht, without 
ever accomplishing anything 
spectacular, has throughout his 
Ilfe contrived {o move steadily 
up the Communist escalator, 


He was born 68 years ayo In 
Leipzig, the son of a tallor who 
was. o strong trade unionist. For 
a thine young Ulbricht was a 
cablnet-maker (he still says 
proudly; “I am a carpenter by 
trade"). He was also a jnemnber 
of the workers’ youth 
organisation, 


But his Soctallsm soon turned 
to Communion, He became in 
1920 a minor official of the new= 
ly formed German Communist 
Party. Three ycars later he was 
so well thought of in Moscow 
that he was sent there for 
special training, 


This was the time when 
Stalin was fighting Trotsicy for 
the leadership of Russia, 
Ulbricht as usual backed the 
winner: Stalin. Ha way to ro 
ward Ulbricht by being his 
patron, 


After his return to Germany 
Ulbricht_ was elected — a Com= 
munlst Deputy in the Reichstag. 
Even then he wos extremely 
conscious of his prestige. 


Once he was with the then 
German Communist Party 
Jeader at a Berlin rallway. sta~ 
tlon. The leader got into a third- 
class compartment. Ulbricht re- 
fused to Join him. He Inslsted 
on travelling in o first-class 
compartment, which as a mem- 
ber of the Relchtag [t was his 
privilege to do free, 


When the Nazis came to 
power in 1933 the German Com- 
munlst Party collapsed. For 
the next 12 years Ulbricht stay- 
ed mainly in Russia, ving at 
the Hotel hux with his Bexlin- 
horn ginl-triend Lotte Kubn 
(whom be . finally married in 
198: there is said to be a 
daughter somewbera In the 
buekground), 


He also wont to Prague, to 
Pogis, und to Spatn — where .jo 
the clvil war his main occupi- 
{ion was to expose Trotokyites.

Ulbricht 
uninterruptedly until 1963, Then 
the Russians suddenly declared 
that his regime was too harsh, 
that modifications would have 
to be made, 


To the East Germans it 
seemed that Ulbricht was on his 
way out, They rebelled against 
him, But the Russian tankg 
soon showed that Ulbricht was 
sti in favour at the Kreralin, 


The death of his patron 
Stalin made no difference to 
Ulbricht, He’ stayed! faithful to 
Moscow. When Kruschev_ at- 
tncked Stalin at the 1956 Com- 
rounist Party Congress, Ulbricht 
stepped smartly into line, saying 
disparagingly: “One cannot 
reckon Stalin among the classic 
Marxists,” : 


NO DRINK 


Today Ulbricht is more firmly 
in power than ever. He showed 
his contempt for the East 
German “Parllament" by not 
bathering to tum up svhen it 
was asked tv approve the decl- 
sion to seal off East Berlin, 


His health 's his = main 
Umiting factor: he has ver and 
gall-bladder trouble, 


But he still works 18 hours a 
day. He does not drink or smoke, 
He tatks incessantly In his high- © 
pitched voice and rarely listens 
to anyone—at any rate Inside 
East Germany. Like most dicta- 
tors he {s o great supporter of 
and attender at athletics incet- 
ngs. . 


This short, cocky, Lentn- 
bearded product of the Com- 
muniat Party bureaucracy fs sald 
to be the only satellite leader 
who enjoys direct access to 
Kruschev. No one knows quite 
how much Influence he exerts 
over the Russian leader, or quite 
how far Ulbricht, ls Kruschey's 


puppet. 


The hope must be that 
Ulbricht is not too endant. 
Tt will be far easier to negotiate 
a reasonable settlement over 
Berlin with Walter Ulbricht, 
servant of Kruschev, than with 
Walter Ulbricht, undisnuted 
master of East Germany,
